A few mild cases of Scarlet fever were reported to 
the board earlyin the year but were not traceable to 
any Special cause, and were easily controlled. 
Whooping cough and Measles in a mild form,have 
been prevalent with no deaths reported.

The health of the community is of 
paramont importance and to attain the best results 
in a village without sewerage system, each family 
should be interested enough to attend to their local 
~ surroundings, thus ina large measure safeguarding 
- the health of their neighbors as well as themselves.

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During the year we have carried on the work 
in general as it has been in the past. A partial 
conformity has been made to the new state program 
in the lower grades.

Inventional geometry has been correlated with 
‘the arithmetic in grades seven and eight. Element- 
ary science has been taught in grade eight. We 
are endeavoring to cover the ground in the essen- 
tial subjects as far back as grade six, that, with the 
correlatum necessary in grades seven and eight, we 
may be able to organize the last two grades of the 
elementary school with the present high school into 
a junior high school of four years, but covering 
only two years of the regular high school work. 
The pupils will be able to enter any other high 
school in the state as juniors in such courses as they 
are fitted. This change can be made without much 
added expense to the town. The number of teach- 
ers will remain the same as at present. 

As far as time permitted, we have endeavored 
to aid the teachers in their work. It has beena 
period of transition and many problems have come 
up for solution. We have worked in co-operation 
with school board and teachers to make the schools 
more efficient. The text books have been made 
to conform tothe new conditions. Reading matter 
for supplementary work has been secured, adapted 
to the needs of the pupils. These will be the basis 
of a small library in each room forjsight reading. 
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Elementary agriculture and domestic arts have 
been introduced. Weare proud of what Marlboro’ 
has been able to do in so short a time. These 
courses are rudimentary, as yet, but should receive 
your support. We hope to make progress slowly 
or as fast as the conditions seem to warrant new 
departures. Care must be taken in this new work 
to have it meet the needs of the community and yet 
maintain the interest of the child in these years 
when he needs experience in practical things. 

- The buildings are receiving the attention of the 
school board, and we hope, with their direction, 
to secure sanitary conditionsand make the schools 
of Marlboro’ the best educational centers possible 
for the town, 

We wish to express our appreciation for the 
support we have received from officials, teachers 
and those who have aided us jn our work in Marl- 
boro’. In these trying times we should at least 
cooperate in keeping our schools up to the standard 
of efficiency demanded by a progressive people.

We invite your careful consideration of the 
following reports pertaining to our schools. 


The financial report of the treasurer covering 
receipts and expenditures for the past year. Sup- 
erintendent’s report as to schools. Headmaster’s 
report as to the work in the High School. Esti- 
mates of the board for money needed for school 
purposes for the ensuing year concerning which we 
wish to state. 


The Legislature of 1915 passed a law with 
reference to the sanitation of school houses. We 
have been notified that the sanitary conditions at 
the village No. 2 school were not satisfactory. At 
our request the State Board of Health sent their 
inspector to look over the situation and advise us. 
It is proposed that we carry out his recommenda- 
tions‘as far as_possible. \ 


The high cost of paper and general supplies 
of all kinds compels us to ask for more money. 


The resignation of Dr. McCollester was receiv- 
ed during the year and the remaining members of 
the board wish publicly to thank ‘Dr. McCollester 
for his cordial support and hearty cooperation while 
he was on the board. 
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As a matter of record we would state that the 
repairs this year consisted mainly of painting the 
outside of No. 2 building two coats. 


One meeting of the Parent-Teachers Associa- 
tion was held in the Town Hall on Sept. 22, 1916. 


Deputy State Superintendent G. H. Whitcher 
gave on Feb. 1, 1917 in the Town Hall an illustrated 
talk on the “Junior High School’. 


In conclusion we would thank pupils, teachers, 
parents and all interested in schools for the loyalty 
and consideration which has been evident.

HEADMASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


Lo the Superintendent: 

The courses of study in the High School have 
been progressing favorably and the pupils seem — 
intested in the work. The school is at present 
offering courses in Ancient History, Algebra, Eng- 
lish, Domestic Arts and Agriculture. The last two 
perhaps need brief mention since they are of more 
recent introduction into the school work. 

The aim of the Domestic Arts course is to 
teach the girls to clothe themselves tastefully, 
economically and hygienically and to train them to 
prepare meals rationally and with due regard to 
costs. The first six weeks of the year were spent 
in canning, preserving and pickling, but subse- 
quently the time has been equally divided between 
cooking and sewing. The cooking classes have 
prepared and served one meal each month, thus 
learning to prepare and serve meals as in the home, 

In sewing the girls have already completed 
several problems of personal wearing apparel 
besides the more elementary problems of patching 
and darning. The remaining work in sewing this 
year will be the making of spring and summer 
clothes. 3 

The course in Agriculture is intended to be 
both educational and practical. Educational in 
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that it shall be the instrument whereby an introduc- 
tion into the different fields of science may be 
gained. Practical because it gives to the pupila 
chance to learn by doing. The course this year isa 
brief study of soils; an inquiry into the phenomena 
of plant growth; discussions relative tothe growth 
of the more common farm crops; care of the 
orchard including, grafting, pruning, spraying, etc. 
In the spring the work includes market gardening; 
care of hot beds and cold frames; with the attention 
centering later upon a school project in vegetable 
growing. This project shall be carried on at the 
home of the pupil. 

It is also intended to introduce home garden- 
ing into the grades, as this should be of great edu- 
cational value to the pupils, as well as of economic 
value to the parents. The co-operation of every 
parent and citizen in furthering this work is heartily 
desired.
